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Introduction 


ONE of the gaps in the collection when I worked at the then Health Education Council's Resources 
Centre was a single index to the back files of the Health Education Journal. | was interested to hear 
that other people also felt the need for such an index, and indicated this fact in a readership survey 
which the Editor, Micheal Jacob, conducted. 

I was delighted to be asked to produce this index, and in compiling it, I was surprised at the range 
of people who had contributed: Anna Freud, J.B. Priestley, Bertrand Russell, Walt Disney all 
appeared in the pages of the HEJat one time or another. I was less surprised by the range of subjects 
which were covered; certain topics had periods when they seemed almost to dominate the thoughts 
of those involved with health education, but many of today’s problems were already known about, 
even if they are now tackled with the benefits of experience, technology and sophistication of 
approach. As a final comment on ‘topicality’, it was enlightening to find the term ‘‘health promotion” 
in use in an Editorial as early as 1955! (Vol 13, pt3 p165). 


Scope notes 


This index covers the entire period from 1943 up to and including 1983, and is arranged in three 
sequences: author, subject and topographical. 

It was not my intention to produce an index to every scrap of minutiae within each issue of the 
HEJ, but all the articles published, every editorial, and most of the other textuai material can in fact 
be traced, at least via the subject index. The text left unindexed consisted of advertising, some brief 
notes publicising conferences, and book and film reviews, except where these were written in the 
broader context of a topic-based article. Anyone contemplating a history of health education during 
the period would therefore need to analyse these exceptions, but would still, I hope, find the index 
helpful. 


Obtaining the articles 


Although users of the index may have access to local sources, any queries about obtaining copies 
of the articles should be directed to the library at the Health Education Authority in the usual way.
